Evren supports Mideast peace conference

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein began a four- 
day official visit to Turkey on Friday for 
talks with Turkish President Kenan Evren 
on Middle East peace efforts and develop- 
ments in the region, as well as bilateral 
relations. 


President Evren, hosting a din- 
ner for the King at the start of his 
visit Friday night, backed Jor- 
dan's effort towards convening an 
international peace conference 
on the Middle East and said 
Israel's withdrawal from Arab 
territories occupied since 1967, 
including Jerusalem, would be 
foe bass for Middle East peace. 

“In this respect, Turkey wel- 
comes the holding of an interna- 
tional Middle East peace confer- 
ence if all interested parties de- 
sire it and if it is believed that it 
will be the basis for a just and 
lasting peace in the region," he 
said. 

The King, accompanied by Her 
Majesty Queen Noor, was wel- 
comed' by Genera] Evren at a 
military ceremony which included 
a 21-gun salute. After laying a 
wreath at a hilltop mausoleum to 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, the 
founder of modem Turkey, the 
King field a first round of talks 
with Gen.. Evren- - -

: for a Middle East peace 
conference and the Iran-Iraq war. 
Turkey maintains a formal neut- 
rality towards both protagonists 
in the Gulf war. 

The visit to Ankara follows a 
trip to Damascus by the King on 
Wednesday which was said to be

Officials accompanying the 
King are also expected to raise 
the case of Jordanian embassy 
employee Adnan Musa Suleiman 
Anmarin, in a military jail since 
March, for allegedly spying. 
Jordanian officials say he is inno- 
cent and point out that he has 
diplomatic immunity. 

Turkish Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials refused comment on a report 
in the left-wing daily Cumhuriyet 
Friday that Mr. A mmari n would 
be released shortly after the King 
leaves. The chief military pro- 
secutor last week recognised the 
immunity case and called for Mr. 
Amnarin’s spying conviction to 
“be quashed. Jordanian Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey Hanj Tafrbara was 


due to leave Turkey this month 
after just 18 months in the post 
because of the rancour caused by 
the case but has stayed on to 
handle the King’s visit, officials 
quoted by Reuters said. 

In his dinner speech, Friday, 
President Evren underlined Tur- 
key's neutral stance in the Gulf 
war and renewed an offer of 
Turkish assistance to reach a 
peaceful solution. 

The King said that while Iraq 
had responded to peace efforts, 
Iran had not done so. “We hope 
Turkey will insist that Iran follow 
the laws of God and accept deci- 
sions on ending this tragic war, 
which weakens the two countries 
and the Islamic nation, opens the 
regioo to outside dangers and 
wastes foe resources of the two 
countries,” he said. 

President Evren also used the 
occasion to renew criticism of 
Greece, for what he called its 
failure to respond to Turkish 
offers of unproved relations. Jor- 
dan maintains neutrality vis-a-vis 
Turkey's conflict with Greece and 
enjoys good relations with both 
countries. 

The King last visited Turkey in 
1982 and President Evren visited 
Jordan the following year. They 
last met in November 1985, when 
Gen. Evren made a short stopov- 
er at Aqaba. On his current tour, 
the King is accompanied by 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, Fore- 
ign Minister Taher A1 Masri and 
Royal Court Chief Marwah ~AI 
Qasera.

Iraq reports wiping out 44 
Iranian battalions in north 

Qadhafi ‘determined to stop Gulf war’ 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — 
said Friday its forces had wij 
out 44 Iranian infantry battalions 
and taken strategic peaks in fierce 
fighting on. the Gulf war's north- 
ern from. 

A high command communi- 
que, read over television and 
radio stations, said tens of 
thousands of Iranians were killed 
or wounded in the fighting. 

The communique contained 
Baghdad's first details of fighting 
in northern Iraq since last Satur- 
day, when Iran said it had laun- 
ched a thrust on the rugged front 
of the nearly seven-year-old war. 

The communique said Iran bad 
mobilised 77 Revolutionary Guard 


battalions, which were sent in 
waves towards Iraq's Kurdish 
mountains. 

Iraqi military sources said Re- 
volutioary Guard battalions com- 
prised about 500 men each. 

The communique said Iraq’s 
First Army Corps, supported by 
heavy artillery, tanks, warplanes 
and helicopter gunships, 
“absorbed the momentum of foe 
Iranian troops either killed or 
wounded.” 

Forces from Iraq’s elite Pres- 
idential Guard were deployed to 
purge remnants of Iranian troops 
and a fierce battle raged Thurs- 
day night. 

Military spokesman said foe 


area was now calm. The com- 
munique did not pinpoint where 
foe battles took place. 

The First Army Corps defends 
the northern sector, including foe 
Kurdish town of Snlaymamyeb, 
260 kilometres northeast of 
Baghdad. 

The communique made no 
mention of the Iraqi town of 
Mawat, which Iran said earlier 
this week bad fallen to its forces. 

The Baghdad-based Iranian 
opposition Mujahedeen-e-Kbala 
organisation has reported several 
attacks by its fighters in foe area 
of Sardasht, an Iranian border

Iran threatens 
‘river of blood' 

NICOSIA (AP) — Iran’s parlia- 
ment speaker branded foe united 
States a “wounded wolf’ on Fri- 
day and warned that if America 
sheds “one drop of blood in foe 
Persian Gulf, there will be a river 
of blood flowing in the world.” 

Hashemi Rafsanjani, speaking 
at a Friday prayer session at 
Tehran University, declared amid 
a U.S. naval buildup in the Gulf: 
“If America fires one shot in the 
Persian Gulf ... the outcome 
would not be within their con- 
trol.” 

Tehran Radio, broadcast Mr. 
Ra&anjani’s speech which was 
frequently interrupted by wor- 
shippers shouting “Death to 
America.” 

He told a crowd of worshippers 
at Tehran University that Presi- 
dent Ronald “Reagan and the 
United States are like a wounded 
wolf and thus one cannot expect 
them to behave wisely." 

Mr. Rafsanjani warned that if 
the United States and Iran clash 
in the strategic waterway the 
fighting would go on “for some 
time." 

His remarks came as the U.S. 
defence Department announced 
the battleship Missouri and three 
escort ships will sail for the Gulf 
next month to reinforce foe U.S. 
navy task force there. 

Mr. • Rafsanjani added: 
‘‘Should America resort to this 
dangerous gamble and should 
there be an outbreak of war in the 
Pets an Gulf ... we shall certainly 
engage in confrontation and we 
shall certainly win.” 


Waldheim says papal 
meeting boosted his will 


BONN (Agencies) — Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim said 
Friday his audience with Pope 
John Paul, criticised by Jewish 
groups and Israel, had boosted 
his will to continue in his post 
despite controversy over his 
World War II role. 

“This present visit has streng- 
thened me to work on,” Dr. 
Waldheim told foe newspaper 
Die Welt in an interview released 
ahead of publication on Saturday. 

“It is quite dear to me that I 
have to carry out my job as an 
elected head of state m the in- 
terest of my country." 

Thursday’s audience at the 
Vatican, staled off from chanting 
demonstrators, was Dr. Wal- 
dheim's first foreign visit since his 
election 12 months ago amid 
allegations from Jewish groups of 
involvement in Nazi war crimes. 

Dr. Waldheim strongly denies 
the charges. 

He told Die Welt foe allega- 
tions against him bad only been 
mentioned in passing during the 
audience. 

Dr. Waldheim said the Pope’s 
attitude to the issue was quite 
clear. “That is proved by the fact 
that I visited trim. I think the 
Holy Father is fully aware of the 
actual circumstances.” 

“John Paul II said what friend- 
ly feelings he harboured towards 
Austria and he also expressed 
approval for my efforts towards 
world peace." 

Dr. Waldheim said he had a 


whole string of invitations to visit 
other countries, including a visit 
to Jordan next month. 

In Amman foe Royal Court 
announced on Thursday Dr. Wal- 
dheim and his wife would start 
the four-day visit on July 1. 

Dr. Waldheim was also quoted 
as saying by Die Welt that be 
believed foe Pope considered, 
then rejected, foe international 
criticism that has been levelled 
against the Austrian president 
before agreeing to receive him. 

“I am well known to foe Holy 
Father, and I do not believe he 
has any doubts about me as a 
person,” Dr. Waldheim was 
quoted as saying. 

Ambassadors from several 
nations, including the United 
States, stayed away from foe re- 
ception in protest, and about 100 
protesters staged a demonstration 
outside the Vatican. 

In an exchange of official 
speeches, the Pope made no re- 
ference to the controversy that 
has swirled around Dr. Waldheim 
but praised his work over 10 years 
as secretary general of the United 
Nations. 

The Austrian leader said after- 
wards that the meeting had 
shown there was every reason to 
be confident about relations with 
Western countries — many of 
which have made dear he would 
be unwelcome. 

“I see no real problems for foe 
future," Dr. Waldheim said. 


U.S. to send special envoy to 
Syria for fence-mending talks 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The White House said Friday the 
United States would send a spe- 
cial envoy to Syria following sec- 
ret communications between 
President Ronald Reagan and Sy- 
rian President Hafez A! Assad. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said a letter was sent to 
Mr. Assad following foe econo- 
mic summit in Venice, Italy 
where Mr. Reagan discussed foe 
possible communications with 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

Mr. Assad accepted foe offer 
for the envoy, Fitzwater said. 

“The letter was prompted by 


our interest in dialogue on a 
□umber of issues — the Mideast 
peace plan, the terrorist situa- 
tion, terrorist events in Lebanon 
and the hostage situation," Fitz- 
water said. 

The spokesman said Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy had been “travelling in the 
area and discussing the peace 
process and related events" for 
the last two or three months. 

Fitzwater cautioned against 
drawing any conclusions about 
the discussions or expecting a 
change in the status of a U.S. 
ambassador to Syria. 

But a State Department offi- 


cial, closely involved in the 
situation, said the administration 
was “moving in that direction” 
although there was no decision 
yet. 

The official, who demanded 
anonymity, told AP Syria had 
closed foe Damascus office of 
. Abu Nidal, foe Palestinian leader 
suspected of haring organised foe 
Rome and Vienna airport attacks 
in December 1985. 

The United States withdrew its 
ambassador to Syria, William 
Eagleton, last October after Bri- 
tain broke relations with Damas- 
cus, citing “conclusive evidence"

Police said foe car had Israeli 
licence plates but the occupants 
were Israeli Arabs. 

The bomb missed its targets 
and there were no injuries or 
damage, foe sources said. 

In Tel Aviv, police arrested 
five Jews on Friday after another 
night of anti-Arab violence in a 
Tel Aviv suburb, a police spokes- 
woman said. 

Two 16-year-olds were among 
those arrested and questioned in 
connection with attacks on the 
working-class Ramat Amidar 
neighbourhood earlier this week, 
she" said. Two Israeli Arabs were 
seriously injured in the affray, 
when two apartments were set 
ablaze and a third ransacked. 

No-one was injured when 
another flat was set on fire in 
Thursday night's raid. 


Soviet 
politburo 
gets 3 new 
full members 

MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Communist Party Central 
Committee promoted a key aide 
to Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev to full membership of the 
ruling politburo on Friday and 
named two other men to foe 
party’s top body. 

Propaganda chief Alexander 
Yakovlev, 63, a dose Gorbachev 
ally, was promoted from non- 
voting to fall membership of the 
politburo on the second day of a 
Central Committee meeting in 
Moscow, foe official news agency 
TASS said. 

Nikolai Slyunkov, 58, who is 
responsible for economic admi- 
nistration, was also promoted 
from non-voting to full politburo 
membership. 

Viktor Nikonov, 58, who is in 
charge of agricultural affairs, was 
elevated to full membership of 
the politburo without baring pre- 
viously served in foe body. 

Defence Minister Dmitry 
Yazov, appointed to his post after 
his predecessor, Sergei Sokolov, 
was retired last month, was prom- 
oted to non-voting politburo 
membership. 

Mr. Sokolov, replaced after a 
teenage West German pilot land- 
ed a light plane near Red Square 
last month, was removed as a 
non-voting politburo member “in 
connection with his retirement on 
a pension," TASS said. 

The Central Committee also 
removed from its ranks the for- 
mer party leader in foe Central 
Asian Republic of Kazakhstan, 
Dimnukhamed Kunayev, “for se- 
rious shortcomings" in foe repub- 
lic, TASS said. 

Mr. Kunayev was removed 
from the politburo last January 
and was later accused by his own 
party organisation in Kazakhstan 
of setting np a personality cult 
around himself. 

The politburo now contains 14 
full and eight non-voting mem- 
bers, its largest membership since 
Mr. Gorbachev took office as 
Communist Party leader in 
March 1985. 

Six full politburo members axe 
also Central Committee secretar- 
ies, the men who are responsible 
for the day-to-day running of the 
party machine. 

These are Mr. Gorbachev, Mr. 
Yakovlev, Mr. Slyunkov, Mr. 
Nikonov, Mr. Yegor Ugachev, 
who is foe drier' ideologist and 
effective number two to Mr. Gor- 
bachev, and Lev Zaikov, who is 
responsible for military indus- 
tries.

Ghali assails Shamir’s remarks 
on Gaza saying they threaten peace 


CAIRO (Agencies) — An Egyp- 
tian minister on Friday described 
as a threat to peace remarks by 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir that foe Israeli-occupied 
Gaza Strip was part of the Jewish 
state. 

"Such remarks are a threat to 
peace in foe Middle East. They 
contradict foe spirit of interna- 
tional accords between Egypt and 
Israel," Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Ghali 
told reporters. 

During a rare visit on Saturday 
by an Israeli to Gaza, seized from 
Egypt in foe 1967 Middle East war, 
premier Mr. Shamir said: “For 
me, Gaza is a pan of foe land of 
Israel. The Jewish people have 
the right to live everywhere in 
this land." 

Dr. Ghali said Gaza was part of 
the Palestinian homeland and 
would remain Palestinian accord- 
ing to United Nations resolutions 
railing on Israel to withdraw from 
all territories it occupied in the 
1967 war. 

Israel would have to dismantle 
its settlements in Gaza as it bad to 
remove those it built in Sinai 
before returning foe peninsula to 
Egy. ' in 1982, he added. 

Some 2,000 Jews have moved 
into more than a dozen new 
settlements among 550,000 


Palestinians over foe past 20 
years in Gaza, only 45 kilometres 
long and 10 kilometres wide. 

In an interview published Fri- 
day by the French-language Jour- 
nal d’Egypte, Dr. Ghali attacked 
Israel’s hostile practices in the 
occupied territories. 

“Israeli-Egyptian peace will re- 
main fragile and foe cold rela- 
tions between foe two countries 
will not become wanner unless 
Israel understands... that a just 
and global peace for all parties 
must be reached,” he said. 

This had to include a solution 
of foe Palestinian problem, in- 
cluding recognition of a Palesti- 
nian right to self-determination, 
he added. 

During his Gaza tour, Mr. Sha- 
mir was asked if foe Gaza Strip 
might be negotiable in a regional 
peace settlement, he said: “If 
there will be negotiations with 
our partners, we will discuss all 
foe problems which they put ou 
the agenda," but not Gaza. 

Mr. Shamir visited the central 
market in foe town of Gaza but 
not any of foe eight United Na- 
tions refugee camps housing 
350,000 Palestinians. 

Gazans interviewed by Reuters 
were unimpressed by foe tour. 

“Nobody here in Gaza loves 


Shamir." said one. 

Mr. Shamir said an internation- 
al Middle East peace conference, 
as proposed by his coalition part- 
ner, Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, would only delay direct 
talks between Israel and the 
Arabs. 

Asked whether Israel would 
build more settlements in the 
Gaza Strip, Mr. Shamir said: "It 
is our policy in general to further 
develop all Jewish centres of 
population in both Gaza and the 
(Israeli-occupied) West Bank. 

“The implementation of this 
goal is only limited by our finan- 
cial situation," Mr. Shamir said. 

Asked bow he could justify 
that Jewish settleis own 30 per 
cent of the land in the Gaza Strip, 
while foe Palestinians live in 
crowded conditions, he said: 
“The Jewish people have a right 
to live everywhere in the land of 
Israel." 

Mr. Shamir, whose right-wing 
Likud bloc says it is committed to 
keeping the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip under Israeli con- 
trol, said: “We will not go in a 
direction which leads one way 
only — the return to the 1967 
borders, including Jerusalem.”

Thousands rampage through Seoul 
in massive anti-government protest 


SEOUL (Agencies) — Protesters 
rampaged through foe South Ko- 
rean capital on Friday, hurling 
rocks and petrol bombs, battling 
police and taking over biddings as 
government plans to block 
nationwide opposition rallies 
crumbled. 

The crowds were among foe 
largest in more than two weeks of 
growing anti-government protest, 
and while their leaders had prom- 
ised non-violence, as darkness 
fell foe scene in Seoul turned 
nasty. 

Clouds of tear-gas swirled over 
miles of Seoul streets lined with 
trash bonfires. Riot police kick- 
ed, punched and seized protesters 
in a vain attempt to diminish their 
□umbers. 

Crowds were so widespread 
that estimates were impossible, 
but 10,000 gathered at historic 
East Gate alone, and a force of 
20,000 riot police deployed in 
Seoul was dramatically outnum- 
bered. 

The clashes wound down in 
late evening after about five 
hours. There were no official 
figures for arrests but witnesses 
[uoted by news agencies said 
:ey saw hundreds dragged away. 
Scenes were the same over 


much of South Korea on Friday, 
with large demonstrations against 
the government of President 
Chun Doo Hwan in more than 
two dozen cities. 

In the southern city of Pusan 
nearly 10,000 students and ordin- 
ary people demonstrated, and in 
Kwangju 20,000 were occupying 
the main roads and causing mas- 
sive traffic snarl-ups, according to 
the national Yonhap news 
agency. 

Several .thousand students 
swarmed around foe Hilton Hotel 
on the southern edge of the city 
centre, set up roadblocks and 
burned a parked car before they 
were scattered by tear-gas. Tour- 
ists arriving from the airport were 
choked by fumes. 

Students hurling firebombs and 
rocks battled riot police units in 
the narrow streets around foe 
city’s Roman Catholic Cathedral.

swarmed through foe centre of 
foe capital waving South Korean 
flags as bystanders cheered. 

Onlookers everywhere ap- 
plauded and cheered the protes- 
ters in a major show of anti- 
government sentiment. People 
leaned out of windows to cheer 
on the protesters and workers 
came out of their workplaces to 
join the protests. 

The demonstrations progressed 
despite the absence of the top two 
opposition voices, neutralised 
ahead of foe rallies by the govern- 
ment, 

Kim Young-Sam, head of the 
Reunification Democratic Party, 
was arrested as he headed for a 
rally. Aides said he was driven 
around Seoul and eventually re- 
leased, bis hand bruised. 

Earlier in foe day, veteran dis- 
sident leader Kim Dae- Jung was 
placed under house arrest, just 31 
hours after a two-month confi- 
nement had been lifted. 

In addition, police said they 
detained hundreds of students 
and other dissidents in pre-emp- 
tive sweeps Thursday night and 
Friday. Some were held and 
others were released but followed 
in an effort to bar them from the 
demonstrations.

Ash Shiraa: 
Hizbollahis

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Two 
senior officials of Lebanon’s 
Shi’ite Muslim Hizbollah faction 
are in Tehran to testify against 
American hostages moved there 
from Lebanon, the weekly Ash 
Shiraa magazine reported Friday. 

Ash Shiraa, a pro-Syrian pub- 
lication that broke the news of 
U.S. arms-for- hostages deals last 
November, named the men as 
Imad Mughniyeh and Abdul 
Hadi Mamadei. •

Mr. Hamadei is the brother of 
Mohammad Ali Hamadei, now in 
jail in West Germany.

Syrian agriculture minis ter ousted 

DAMASCUS (R) — The Syrian government, in a drive against 
economic mismanagement, has forced a second cabinet minister 
to resign. The official Syrian News Agency SANAsaid Agriculture 
Minis ter Mahmoud A1 Kurdi handed in his resignation after being 
asked by the cabinet to step down. It said the cabinet met 
Thursday to discuss agriculture and agrarian reform, “as well as 
questions raised concerning negligence and shortcomings.” Mr. 
Kurdi, a member of the ruling Baath Party and minister since 
April 1985, was the second senior official fenced to resign, 
following Building Minister Riad Baghdadi. Syria's parliament 
approved on June 17 a resolution of no-confidence in Mr.

Libyan MiGs fly over U.S. ships 

WASHINGTON (R) — Libyan Air Force jets twice flew within 
six nautical miles over a U.S. navy task force off the North 
African coast last week, the Pentagon has said. A Defence 
Department spokesman said the Libyan fighters “displayed no 
hostile intent” and the U.S. guided missile cruiser South 
Carolina, which carries sophisticated anti-aircraft missiles and 
guns, took no action against them. The South Carolina and other 
ships, indudmg a frigate and a supply vessel, were on previously 
scheduled exercises in the Mediterranean and were about 95 
nautical miles off the Libyan coast at the time of the incident, the 
spokesman said. He said two Libyan MIG-23s flew by the task 
force early in the afternoon on June 17, and two other NfiG-23s 
repeated the manoeuvre about three hours later. The Sooth 
Carolina's radar had spotted the fighters at a distance of abont 135 
kilometres, be said.

The ruler, Sheikh Sultan Ibn 
Mohammad Al Qassmri, received 
well-wishers and family members 
at his palace, his office said. 

Witnesses said troops control- 
led by his brother, Shaikh Abdul 
Aziz, had pulled bade from posi- 
tions dug in at key areas in the 
tiny emirate of 220,000 people. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz, 48, has 
moved out of the ruler’s office, 
which he occupied when he 
assumed power on June 17. 

Sheikh Sultan, who was on a 
private visit to Britain at the time, 
returned ;' immediately to the i 
neighbouring emirate of Dubai 
and stayed there until Thursday 
night. 

Mediation efforts by the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates (UAE) Sup- 
reme Council, the highest federal 
authority in the seven-emirate 
union, helped to end the struggle 
last Tuesday. 

Sheikh Sultan was reinstated as 
ruler and Sheikh Abdul Aziz 
assumed the post of deputy ruler 
and crown prince. 

Security sonrees in Sharjah said 
the 2,400-man Enriri Guard, con- 
trolled by Sbmkh Abdul Aziz, 
would be dismantled and merged 
into the UAE Armed Forces.

Shultz 
‘actively 
backs’ U.S. 
Gulf policy 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S- 
Secretary of State Georee Shultz 
has said he was puzzled by sug- 
gestions be was trying to distance 
Himsrff from administration poli- 
cy on the Gulf. 

“I don’t see why there should 
be any doubts about my views" 
backing the policy, be told repor- 
ters on his way home from a 
10-day Asia trip. 

The . Reagan administration's 
plans to protect Kuwaiti taskers 
and to send more warships into 
the Gulf have encountered strong 
opposition in Congress where 
many members fear the United 
States could be sucked info the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

The New York Times Wednes- 
day reported that administration 
difficulties in part were exacer- 
bated by Mr. Shultz's “noticeable 
absence from the debate, raising 
speculation. .. that he opposes die 
policy or is reluctant to get in- 
volved in an open-ended commit- 
ment in the Middle East” 

Mr. Shultz said Thursday: 
‘Tve seen that comment in a 
couple of places and I'm puzzled 
by it because I have been very 
strong in my statements about 
this subject consistently.” 

He noted that most of his 
interviews at the Venice summit 
of seven leading industrialised 
nations three weeks ago had been 
on the subject of Gulf policy, 
which he had also addressed dinr- 
ing his Asian trip. 

Meanwhile the speaker of the 
House of Representatives urged 
President Reagan Thursday to sit 
down with leaders of Congress to 
hammer out a bipartisan policy 
on tiie Gulf.

Former U.S. senators to discuss 
Mideast peace with Parliament

AMMAN (J.T.) — Former U.S. 
senators, Charles Percy and 
George McGovern, are sche- 
duled to meet with foe Lower 
House of Parliament Foreign 
Affairs Committee today, accord- 
ing to the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Rezq Al Batayneh. 

The two senators are visiting 
Jordan under foe auspices of the 
American-Arab Affairs Council. 
This visit is part of a tour of 
several Arab countries. 

The topics ter be discussed at 
foe meeting, according to Mr. 
Batayneh, will focus on the posi- 
tion of the U.S. toward the 
Palestinian issue and the holding 
of an international peace confer- 


ence. The senators and foe parlia- 
mentarians will exchange analysis 
on foe situation in the Middle 
East and foe domestic situation in 
the U.S. 

The chairman of foe American- 
Arab council, Mr. George 
Nayfey, is to arrive today to join 
the two senators at the meetings. 

On Thursday, His Majesty 
King Hussein received the two 
former senators and other mem- 
bers of the American-Arab 
Affairs Council, and discussed 
with them Jordan's efforts to con- 
vene an international peace con- 
ference, according to Jordan 
News Agency, Petra. 

King Hussein said that foe in- 
ternational peace conference is 
foe only way to achieve a just and 
comprehensive peace in the Mid- 
dle East region. 


The meeting was also attended 
by Prime Minister Zaid Rifai and 
the U.S. ambassador to Jordan, 
Paul Boeker. Her Majesty Queen 
Noor and wives of the two visitors 
and Mrs. Rifai also attended part 
of the meeting. 

In an arrival statement on 
Thursday, Mr. Percy praised 
King Hussein’s efforts to achieve 
peace in the region and said that 
His Majesty enjoys great interna- 
tional respect. He added that the 
time is auspicious for holding an 
international peace conference 
under the United Nations 
umbrella and in accordance with 
U.N. Resolutions 242 and 338. 

He stressed foe importance of 
such a conference, saying that "a 
disaster will occur it it is not 
held."

AMMAN — Frve envoys from 
foe soaatisL bk>c have urged the - 
countries in the region to take 
part in the international efforts to 
achieve nuclear disarmament and 
stop foe arms race between the 
United. States and the Soviet 
Union. _ “ . 

“Ail -countries in the world 
should contribute to the ongoing 
efforts to achieve nuclear dis- 
armament and should be past of 
foe struggle to realise a secure 
world... foe issue is, not confined 
y to the UJS.and foe Soviet Union 
alone.;.- 1 it’ concerns all foe na- 
tions” was foe gist of the message 
conveyed by five socialist ambas- 
sadors during a~ panel discussion 
held at the Soviet Cultural Centre 
on Thursday. - 
During ' the ‘ discussion, the 
ambassadors outlined the diffe- 
rent disarmament proposals put 
forward/by foe Warsaw Pa ct and 
its individual member states 
which aimed, at foe reduction of 
nuclear weapons, foe banning of 
nuclear .testing and chemical 
weapons. A special emphasis was 
rendered, by. foe envoys of the 
Soviet ' Union, East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Bul- 
garia, to foe resolutions endorsed 
by foe Warsaw Pact during its. last 
meeting in East Berlin on May 
29, 1987, 

Following its Berlin meeting, 
foe Warsaw Pact called for the 
implementation of/all foe Soviet- 
American agreements to reduce 
foe deployment of missiles and 
other .nuclear weapons in 
Europe.- 

The Berlin meeting resolutions 
included die. following concrete 
proposals offered by the "Warsaw 
Pact members to foe West: .. 

— Tocoocfode afl agreement on 
removing all foe Soviet and, 
American medium-range missiles 
jv- in Europe in accordance with the 
-tentative ‘ agreement reached at 
the Reykjavik summit last year-:. 


— To simultaneously remove all 
foe Soviet and American tactical 
missiles from Europe and to start 
discussions about foe similar mis- 
siles which are deployed in foe 
east of foe "Soviet Union and in 
foe U.S. 

— For both the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. to reduce foe offensive 
strategic arsenals to 50 per cent in 
foe span of five years to be 
followed by negotiations between 
foe two sides on further reduc- 
tions of such weapons. 

— To work towards imposing a 
complete ban on nuclear tests as a 
prelude to stop the production 
and development and conse- 
quently to the -elimination of the 
midear weapons. 

— To push towards the banning 
of al! chemical weapons. 

After outlining the main results 
of foe Berlin meeting, the ambas- 
sadors pointed out wifo dis- 
appointment, that “so far there 
has been no positive response on 
the part of the U.S." 

Both East German envoy, 
Wolfgang Grabawski, and the' 
Czechoslovakian charge d'af- 
faires, Emil Hruseeky, discussed 
in some details foe significance of 
their joint initiative to create a 
nuclear weapon-free corridor in 
Europe. 

The 300-kilometre wide sug- 
gested corridor would be set up 
on between Czechoslovakia and 
West Germany. So far, Bonn has- 
not responded to the joint East . 
German-Czechoslovakian initia- 
tive but foe Berlin meeting, 
which endorsed the initiative, has 
suggested “a mutual and simul- 
taneous withdrawal of aH unclear 
arsenals from the proposed cor- 
ridor.” . ■ 

Both envoys reiterated that 
their countries initiative stiff 
stand despite foe lack of positive 
response on foe part of the West. 

' The Bulgarian ambassador, 
Yancho Demirep, who spoke in 
Arabic, explained the importance 
of ins country's -1985 call for the 
creation of non-nuclear zone in 


all of foe Balkans. 'The presence 
of nuclear arsenals in the Balkan 
does not constitute a danger to 
the security of Balkan region only 
but also to the Middle East and 
foe whole world,” Mr. Demirep 
warned. 

The Polish ambassador, Jacek 
Szydloswsoi, reiterated his coun- 
try's proposed peace plan for the 
reduction of arsenals in Europe 
and stressed the urgent need for 
freezing ail atomic armaments on 
the continent. 

In conclusion, the Soviet 
ambassador, Alexander Zinchuk, 
noted that “some important bar- 
riers remained” in foe path to- 
wards .achieving a disarmament 
treaty with the U.S. He said that 
one of these barriers was the 
insistence by the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) on 
maintaining nuclear missiles in 
West Germany. 

“The Soviet Union is trying 
very hard to make progress,” he 
said. “What we are trying to 
achieve is equal security for East 
and West,” be said. “After all, 
we cannot endanger the security 
of the socialist government for 
foe sake of any agreement.” 

During the discussion all foe 
envoys pointed out that the peo- 
ple m foe Middle East could 
effectively contribute to the 
efforts towards the reduction of 
weapons and the elimination of 
nuclear arsenals through resolv- 
ing the major conflicts in the 
area, i.e. the Palestinian question 
and foe Iran-Iraq war. 

“Both conflicts can only be 
solved through negotiations... it 
has been proved again and again 
wars cannot solve conflicts," the 
envoys said. 

They reiterated that an interna- 
tional peace conference, in which 
all the five United Nations Secur- 
ity Council members and all par- 
ties involved in foe conflict, was 
the only effective framework to 
realise a negotiated and a just 
settlement for foe Palestinian 
question.

Council on U.S.-Arab Relations, 
a Washington D.C.-based orga- 
nisation. 

Established in memorium of 
Dr. Kerr, foe president of the 
American Univeisity of Beirut 
who was killed in 1984, foe prog- 
ramme allows students from 
across the U.S. to study in an 
Arab country, said Ron Cathell, 
executive director of foe National 
Council. 

The remaining ten students, 
who are alumni of foe Kerr Prog- 
ramme and are currently enrolled 
in American universities, will re- 
main in Amman for a few days 
before travelling to the West 
Bank and Jerusalem, Mr. Cathell 
said. 

The professors are members of 
the Joseph J. Malone Faculty 
Fellows Programme, Mr. Cathell 
said. This is the first year profes- 
sors have been invited to partici- 
pate in the “Petra Programme,” 
Mrs. Abu Odeh said. 

Mrs. Abu Odeh said while foe 
Arab- Americans who join the 
programme sometimes take for 
granted their ancestry and the 
culture of Jordan and the Arab 
World, foe Americans of non- 
Arab origin “want to know every- 
thing.” 


“When the Americans listen* to 
foe news in the States about the 
Middle East, they think foe war 
in Baghdad is in Amman and that 
Lebanon is in Jordan," she 
observed. “So they get scared, 
they don’t apply. They don't real- 
ise that there is no problem in 
Jordan. 

“The image of the Middle East 
is terror,” added Mrs. Abdul 
Jalil. "Many people are not well 
informed; the Arab World is not 
as terrible as it is pictured.” 

The students will first stay at 
foe Ammon Hotel for two weeks 
where they will learn bow to pre- 
pare Arabic food from foe hotel's 
restaurant management section, 
Mrs. Abu Odeh said. 

The students will spend foe rest 
of the summer living with Arab 
families to learn firsthand abont 
Jordanian traditions and customs, 
she said. 

During their stay, foe students 
will team basic Arabic, study the 
political, social and economic 
issues in Jordan and the Arab 
World, visit historical sites 
around the country and partici- 
pate in many cultural activities, 
including depka — traditional 
Arabic folklore dancing, she said. 

The professors, who will also 
stay in foe Ammon Hotel for two 
weeks, will travel to Yarmouk, 
Mu’ta and Irbid universities and 
meet with some of their counter- 
parts, Mrs. Abdul Jalil said. 


UNESCO : All Arab children 
should receive education

AMMAN — Education for all children by the year 
2000, through a long-term illiteracy-eradication 
strategy, was one of many resolutions adopted at the 
conclusion of a four-day conference of under secre- 
taries and officials from the education ministries of 
17 Arab countries. 


The conference, which was 
organised by foe United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organisation’s (UN- 
ESCO) regional office for educa- 
tion in the Arab states (UN- 
EDBAS), made a thorough re- 
view of the educational situation 
in the Arab World and assessed 
the best means to eradicate illi- 
teracy by foe turn of foe century. 
The meetings, which began on 
Monday and were held at the 
Regency Palace Hotel, ended on 
Thursday night and the activities 
planned for Friday, including a 
trip to Jerasb for foe participants, 
were called off. 

In an earlier statement, an 
education specialist from UN- 
ESCO said that “the Arab 
World, which once ranked 
second after Africa in foe ratio of 
illiterates to the population, in 
the world, has now moved to 
place number one." 

This was an issue of con- 
troversy at the meeting, since foe 
percentage of illiterates in diffe- 
rent Arab states varies greatly. 
As an example. Sudan has a rate 


of illiteracy of 85.3 per cent of foe 
population while Jordan’s rate is 
32.4 per cent. 

Another resolution adopted in 
the meeting included a series of 
measures to be adopted indi- " 
vi dually by governments and pri- 
vately-owned educational orga- 
nisations with financial, technical 
and research related assistance. 

The participants also urged 
that the prospective measures be 
extended to include fields related 
to educational methods and to 
upgrade technical and financial 
educational capabilities with a 
view to providing education at all 
levels and for all ages by the 
1990's. 

Participants also agreed to join 
in celebrations marking the inter- 
national year for combatting illi- 
teracy, slated for the year 1990. 

The conference tackled other 
important issues, including en- 
couraging Arab students to 
undertake vocational and tech- 
nical specialised education. 

Equally, the participants 
agreed to go on encouraging foe 
creativity and innovation of those 


students who are interested in 
university studies. 

Special attention to demog- 
raphic and enviommental factors 
at all levels of education and to 
the spread of science education 
outside the schools through com- 
petitions and other such activi- 
ties, was called for by all partici- 
pants and observers ai the 
meeting. 

Women participation in the 
field of education both as stu- 
dents and educators was seen as 
important to help bridge the gap 
that sometimes occurs in the 
education of women in some 
Arab states. According to a pre- 
conference statement, UNESCO 
estimates the average rate of illi- 
teracy for Arab women to be 49.5 
per cent. 

The education of Palestinians 
in foe occupied territories was a 
major issue of discussion of foe 
meeting. The participants called 
on UNESCO to aid the education 
institutions in the occupied terri- 
tories and provide for their effec- 
tiveness under the current 
occupation. 

Many general proposals were 
also put out by the meeting such 
as contacting those in charge of 
Arabsat, an information satellite 
sponsored bv Arab countries, to 
see the possibility of using ir for 
education projects. They also cal- 
led for cooperation with other 
regional offices, in particular life 
Arab League's Educational, 
Cultural, and Scientific Organisa- 
tion (ALECSO), and other orga- 
nisations. 


EC, Jordan to sign $113 m accord 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Euro- 
pean Community (EC) will grant 
a third tranche of aid covering the 
period 1987-1991 to foe eight 
Mediterranean countries with 
which it has cooperation agree- 
ments, according to an EC press 
release. This Mediterranean 
Financial Protocol will amount to 
1,618 million European Currency 
Units (ECU) — equivalent to 
about SI, 830 milli on — of which 
ECU 615 million will be non* 
refundable aid and ECU 1,003 
million will be loans from foe 
European Investment Bank 


(EIB). 

Jordan will receive ECU 100 
million (approximately S113 mil- 
lion at current exchange rates) 
from the Third Protocol, which 
has been approved by the 
Cabinet and is to be signed short- 
ly between foe European Com- 
munity and Jordan. 

Of this, $42 million will be in 
foe form of non-repayable grants 
and $71 million in foe form of 
EIB loans. The overall amount 
will mean an average of $22.6 
million a year. 


Resources made available to 
Jordan in the Third Protocol will 
finance technical cooperation 
projects in various economic sec- 
tors, and will take into account 
such priorities as food self-suffi- 
ciency, regional cooperation and 
enhancing industrial and tech- 
nological cooperation. 

Up to now Jordan has received 
the equivalent of $116 million 
from the EC Protocols: $71 mil- 
lion in the Second Financial Pro- 
tocol (1981-1986), and $45 mil- 
lion in foe First Financial Pro- 
tocol (1979-1981).

A1 Ra’i: Ending Gulf war 


AFTER seven years of continuous fighting between Iraq and Iran, 
after so much destruction and bloodshed caused by this war, the 
international community, represented by the five permanent mem- 
bers of the United Nations Security Council, has recognised its 
responsibility for ending this destructive and futile war. However, 
this recognition and the ideas and principles, expressed during the 
Security Council's meetings, being late as they are, are the only 
opportunity for the international body to maintain the respect it 
enjoys among the peoples and governments of the world, although 
they are not the only way out of this crisis. Therefore, die Security 
Council is called upon to enforce the decision taken by the majority 
of its members and to work for putting an end to this conflict, 
because the failure on the part of the Security Council means that the 
council’s five permanent members are not ready to exercise any 
pressure on Iran which has always refused to respond positively to all 
initiatives aimed at ensuring a peaceful end to the war. News have 
been circulating about a potential aims embargo on both Iran and 
Iraq until the war is stopped; similarly it was reported that China, 
West Germany and Japan would not agree to such an embargo. 
Whatever the situation, the draft Security Council resolution, if 
implemented should leave no moral, humanitarian or political excuse 
whatsoever for any country to continue to contribute to the 
aggravation of peoples sufferings for cheap gains. 

AJ Dustour: A historical visit 


THE visit by the Austrian president. Dr. Kurt Waldheim, to the 
Vatican gains a very significant importance, since it represents a 
major step on the path to break up the siege laid by Israel and the 
Zionist organisations on the former United Nations secretary general. 
The fierce Zionist campaign launched by Israel and the Jewish 
organisations has been defeated by Pope John Paul U's adherence to 
his stand to receive Dr. Waldheim, who was elected president of 
Austria in free and democratic elections.

Arab politics in crisis

THE description of the nature of the political crisis this fas 
attempted would not be complete without an enumeration of the 
various aspects of that crisis. How (foes the crisis manifest itself? 
What are its dimensions? Prom whence did it e m a n a t e? Is it a 
roofless passing one or does it have roots in our culture, in our past? 
What are our political legacies or rather what political legacies of 
the past are reflected in our political life today? To he sure, the 
crisis is not simply a political one but encompasses other aspects of 
present day Arab life: Socio-economic, cultural, intellectual and 
religious. If we are concerned here with a discussion of the political 
aspects of the crhas it is because of the pervasiveness of politics over 
all else. This is true even now, in this era of political decadence and 
fragmentation. Plato called the art of politics the queen of the 
sciences because it is the science of kings, of governments. Because 
politics is the ultimate allocator of all resources, all major decisions 
m any given society are ultimately poKticaL 
In most countries of the Arab World now, political power, 
authority, has become the monopoly of the very few. This at a time 
when life has become so complicated that though wise, no angle 
individual or even an oligarchy can grasp and master all its details. 
The ranks should be opened for absorbing other opinions. What we 
are seeking is not the form that a participatory Systran may rake, 
important as this aspect of the operation is, but the essence which is 
the creation of an atmosphere, a climate conducive to a genuine 
exchange of ideas and 'debate over public matters. Otherwise, the 
current assassination of the Arab mind will continue and writers 


such as John Laffin mid even Raphael Patai will continue to write 
with impunity, theft-abrasive and abusive commentaries about us 
and every aspect of our lives. The climate sought is that which will 
gradually fame the wild nature of Arab politics now, where the 
leader and the led will learn to tolerate, even accept, contrary- 
opinions thus leading to the development of desired traditions and 
ins titutions over matte is of pub he life. The truth over public 
matters cannot be the monopoly of anyone or his sole responsibil- 
ity. Why should be shoulder the responsibility alone?--. 

The thinly camouflaged attempts at the tegitimisation of many 
regimes in the Arab World through the plebiscite over one man, 
cue choice, remain what they are: A travesty of the participatory 
process. In their heart both the led and the leaden know the 
charade thinl y covers the khaki colour of the military underneath.

“SDI is now being held hostage 
to a lot of factors,” said Terri 
Lukach, spokesman for the SDI 
lobby group High Frontier. 

Among them, she said, were a 
restive Congress, a faction in the 
administration that favoured 
arms control but was tepid about 
SDI and next year’s presidential 
election, which might send a Star 
Wars foe to the White House. 

“A Democratic victory would 
be a real danger,” she said. 

Reagan unveiled his dream of a 
space and ground-based umbrella 
against attackmgmissOes in 1983. 

Since then 'Washington has. 
allocated $10 billion for research 
on satellite sensors, computer- 
run space-based lasers and other

THE Ba’th party has played an 
important role in modem Arab 
history, particularly in Syria and 
Iraq, where it is (me of flic main 
sources of power. In its early, 
heady days in the 1940s and 1950s 
it also possessed a philosophy 
which had a considerable appeal 
to a wider range of Arab opinion 
than that in those two countries 
alone. The party called, in Sir 
David Roberts' words, for “Arab 
unity in the face of the Israeli 
threat and social reform in a 
corrupt society.” Unfortunately, 
the principles of “unity, freedom 
and socialism” have since yielded 
priority — in Syria at least — to 
die preservation of power for its 
own sake. Nevertheless, since 
Syria plays a key role in the 
Middle East and — as the author 
argues — the struct u re of the 
party is likely to survive changes 
m its leadership, it is important to 
understand the Ba'th’s develop- 
ment, especially under the pres- 
idency of Hafiz A1 Assad, since 
1970. 

Sir DAvid is well qualified by 
both experience and erudition to 
undertake tins task. His book 
.explains the intellectual origins of 
Ba’drism and the significance of 
the Alawites; the structure of the 
party and the (bases through 
which it has passed in Syria from 


1963 to the present The author 
gives a balanced assessment of its 
achievements and feUures, and a 
thoughtful prediction of its fu- 
ture.

One of the main reasons, 
however, why the movement has 
largely degenerated into a self- 
preservation society is that ideol- 
ogy has for the most part given 
way to pragmatism. Tins is not to 
say that a coherent strategy can- 
not be discerned among the twists 
and turns of Syria's tactics, but 
only to doubt whether that 
strategy can be elevated to the 
status of an ideology, as Sir David 
appears to do when ascribing the' 
motivation of various Syrian poli- 
cies, espedalfy in the Lebanese 
context, to “Greater Syria” and 
“the Shiite connection.” He him- 
self seems at times to be uncer- 
tain about the relative . import- 
ance to be attached to practical 
and ideological consderations. 
Thus by 1970 “the Ba’th had lost 
its ideological way/' and “in 
practice President Assad put 
ideology in abeyance.” The au- 
thor refers to the “steady, icy, 
pragmatism of Assad,” and in Ins 
final chapter , speculates that the 
present regime “is perhaps by 
now amply cynical about ideolo- 
gy in general.” 

All this rings true to me. But it 
is not easy to reconcile with the 
single-minded pursuit of “Grea- 
ter Syria,” or with the alleged 


“ShFite connection” between 
Alawites and Ba’tfaists. As re- 
gards the former, there is no 
doubt a sense in which many 
Syrians are inspired by the dream 
of Damascus-centred Arab 
nationalism (nmtatis mutandis, so 
are other Arabs); but there is also 
a sense in which the relationship 
between Syria and Lebanon xs 
special, and Syrian policies are at 
least equally explicable in terms 
of dasac balance-of-power con- 
siderations. Geariy, there is 
room for debate; but my own 
view is that “Greater Syria” is an 
aspiration rather than an aim, 
and Syria’s objective in Lebanon 
is tutelage rather than takeover. 

When it comes to “the Shi’ite 
connection,” one’s doubts are 
reinforced by Sir David’s own 
references to “the secular, if not 
atheist” regime; to the fact that 
“the Ba’th sat ill with Islam,” and 
to i the idiosyncratic nature erf Ala- 
wite Shi’ism — “by Shi’ite stan- 
dards, let alone Sunni, they are 
heretics, even further removed 
from orthodoxy than the 
Isma’ilis.” Whatever else may lie 
behind the unnatural alliance be- 
tween Syria and Iran in the Gnlf 
war — and on the whole I incline 
to the simpler explanation about 
the enemy of my enemy being my 
friend — “the Shi’ite connection” 
seems to be “stretching credulity 
altogether too far,” whether 
viewed from Damascus or freon 
Tehran.

ANKARA — A European Par- 
liament resolution backing Arme- 
nian genocide claims has hit a raw 
nerve in Turkey, but no lasting 
damage to ties with Western 
Europe has been signalled. 

Prime Minister Turgut Ozal 
said the June 18 vote encouraged 
“terrorism” and misrepresented 
history, while President Kenan 
Evren suggested Ankara should 
reconsider its NATO mem- 
bership. 

Ozal, however, said the resolu- 
tion has voted through by “mem- 
bers of extremist groups like 
' Communists, Greens and Social- 
ists” and would not affect Tur- 
key's application in April for full 
European Community (EC) 
membership. 

Turkish newspaper commenta- 
tors generally supported the offi- 
cial fury, but Ankara-based EC 
diplomats viewed the issue as the 
latest in a series of ups-and- 
downs in Turkish ties with the 
West 

Countries 'in Weston Europe 
have also criticised Turkey’s hu- 
man rights record following the 
1980 military coup, although it 
returned to parliamentary rule at 
the end of 1983. 

The foreign ministry on June 
20 summoned EC envoys and 
asked the 12-member states to 


dissociate themselves from the 
resolution, which charged that 
Armenians were victims of jgeno- 
cide in eastern Turkey in Work! 
War I. 

One EC dmlomat called to the 
ministry told Reuters: “Obvious- 
ly a very sensitive nerve has been 
touched. This resolution is 
ignored at tire European end but 
here there is a feeling that people 
are either for Turkey or against.” 

The envoy noted that Evren’s 
threat to review Turkey’s NATO 
membership had not been echoed 
by other leaders. “It is too early 
to say how far they will push 
this.;. It is a warning not to take 
Turkey for granted," be added. 

Turkey, with the largest aimed 
forces in NATO after the United 
States, plays an important role on 
the alliance's southern flank. It 
borders the Soviet Union, Iran, 
Iraq, Syria and Bulgaria, as well 
as fellow NATO member 
Greece. 

Another EC diplomat said 
there was no sign yet of any 
lasting effect on Turkey-EC rela- 
tions and stressed European par- 
liament resolutions such as the 
Annenian one did not represent 
public opinion or government 
views. 

“There are up to 40 of these 
garbage-can resolutions a week 
from the parliament when it sits,” 
he said.

SANTIAGO, Chile — Gen. An- 
gusto Pinochet, who has ruled 
this country with an iron fist for 
almost 14 years, seems deter- 
mined to seek re-election for 
another eight years. 

His present term does not ex- 
pire until 1989, but his foes 
appear , badly split on what to do 
to stop him. 

Pinochet refuses to confirm 
that he is seeking to remain in 
power until 1997. But in recent 
weeks he embarked on what both 
followers and foes see as a full- 
fledged campaign to win re-elec- 
tion. A yes-or-no, single candi- 


date presidential plebiscite is ex- 
pected late next year. 

The 71-year-old president and 
army commander has stepped up 
Ins public appearances. He has 
visited provincial towns and San- 
tiago slums to inaugurate govern- 
ment-built houses for the poor, 
bridges, schools and other public 
works.' 

IBs speeches often deal with 
the nation's political future, 
emphasising the need for ‘‘pro- 
jecting” his military government 
beyond 1989. 

Talking to a peasants' rally 
near Santiago last week, he said 
he will do whatever he can to 
prevent “a clique of irresponsible 
politicians” from gaining power 
and turning Chile into “a new 


Cuba, another Nicaragua.” 

In late April he told hnndreds 
of cheering supporters at a San- 
tiago suburb that he feels “com- 
mitted to continue to serve Chile 
and you as long as God gives me 
my fife.” 

He has repeatedly refused, 
however, to confirm he will seek 
re-election, as permitted -by a 
1980 constitution. Asked recently 
by reporters whether he was cam- 
paigning, be replied, “What cam- 
paign?” 

“We, military men, always 
liked campaigns,” he added, 
smiling . 

The constitution mandates that 
the next president be elected in a 
plebiscite. Chileans will have to 
vote yes or no on a single candi- 


date chosen by the commanders 
of the three armed services and 
the bead erf the national police. 
Pinochet, as commander of the 
army, will be one of those picking 
the candidate. 

However, Pinochet's fellow 
leaders in the navy and the air 
force this month suggested dearly 
for the first time they may not go 
along with the president’s re- 
election desires. 

Navy chief Adm. Jose Toribio 
Merino told a radio reporter for 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 
■that the future president should 
be a civilian in his early 50s, 
“strong and vigorous enough to 
cany on the government’s econo- 
mic policies.”

are homeless, sleeping in streets, 
doorways and. wherever else they 
can= find- shelter. 

In December 1962, the year 
1987 was designated by the U.N. 
General Assemblyas the Interna-' 
tibnal Year of Shelter for the 
Homeless (IYSH). Designed not 
just as a one-year event, but as a 
whole programme of action, from 
its inception in 1983 to the year 
2000, the IYSH aims to heighten 
international awareness about the 
overwhelming scale of the world’s 
shelter . problem, to encourage 
nations to reassess their shelter 
and settlement prospects, and to 
draw up new strategies to meet 
the demand. The ultimate goal is 
to significantly improve the shel- 
ter of all the world's poor and 
disadvantaged by die year 2000. 

Staffer Problems in 
the Arab World 

As in other pans of the de- 
veloping worid, many Arab cities 
are suffering from rapid popula- 
tion growth and unplanned urba- 
nisation leading to die al arming 
increase of slums and squatter 
settlements. 

Along with the other countries 
committed to the International 
Year of Shelter for the Homeless, 
Arab states are trying to address 
these problems by launching their 
own shelter programmes. With 
the great differences in resources, 
population, and economic sys- 
tems that exist among Arab 
states, however, the scale of the 
boosing problem and the nature 
of die programmes to remedy the 
problem vary greatly from coun- 
try to country. 

Of ah the Arab states, Egypt 
undoubtedly faces the worst 
housing deficiency, inspite of a 
huge government programme to 
meet foe demand. Its problems of 
a higjb rate of population growth 
and high concentration of people 
in the cities are compounded by 
foe engrmce of government res- 
trictions on ~foe use of valuable 
agricultural land for budding, and- 
by the high cost of durable budd- 
ing materials. 

Dr. Lmla Bisharat, UNICEF's 
regional adviser on urban de- 
velopment, sums foe problem up

as follows: “Too many people in 
too small a space with too few 
btxfidiag alternatives and too little 
money to build or bny land. If 
they bmld outwards, they can’t 
eat,” foe doctor said about the 
need for land to Sum. “If they 
build upwards, the materials will 
collapse.” 

Sudan is severely affected by 
the combined disasters of 
drought, desertification and war 
in neighbouring countries that 
have brought wipncimrf< of re- 
fugees to the capital. Currently 
Khartoum leads all Arab ca qwtak 
with foe highest rate of popula- 
tion growth. 

There are an estimated 600,000 
people living in squatter settle- 
meats in and around Khartoum, 
most of them refugees. The coun- 
try Suffers from limited finanrial 
resources, shortages of skilled 
labour, difficulties in the trans- 
portation of building materials, 
and financing problems for peo- 
ple trying to build shelters. 

North Yemen, one of the 
poorest countries in the region in 
terms of GNP per capita, also has 
a high rate of population growth. 
There has been a large influx of 
people from the rural areas to the 
capital as well as workers return- 
finom the Gulf states. 

Sana’a, the mam problem is 
not lack of building skill and 
materials, but lack of infrastruc- 
ture — water, sewerage, and 
electricity. 

Some Gulf states, on foe other 
hand, are able to afford an almost 
lavish standard of housing for 
their low-income citizens. In 
Qatar, afl low-income citizens are 
i free land and have access to 
4 -term, interest-free building 
loam. Construction of houses and 
infrastructure is subsidised; 
widowed, elderly, orphaned or 
handicapped citizens are offered 
free bousing. The average cost of 
a government-sponsored bousing 
unit is $83,000, according to fi- 
pubBshed by U.N. Centre 
: Human Settlements (Habitat) 
last year. 

In foe UAE, the government 
has a programme to 

provide housing for all residents. 
According to government figures 
last year, 50% of households had 
already been granted free land 
arid housing under the prog- 
ramme. 

The government also provides 
grants to citizens to bund addi- • 
tions to their homes. It-isniining ■ 
to settle displaced nomads in 
areas dose to their original 
habitat. 

Large scale government hous- 
ing projects are_ then im- 



Calro’s homeless dwell in the 
plementcd hastily. These projects 
are usually hugely expensive and 
inappropriate. For example, high 
rise blocks are built in areas 
where no one wants to live, or 
where people are cut off from 
their communities, from employ- 
ment, and from their normal way 
of life. These projects cannot 
hope to meet the rising deand; 
foe majority of people they are 
intended for cannot afford to live 
in them. 

The final stage is when the 
government learns from its mis- 
takes, and starts to devise govern- 
ment-assisted projects that make 
better housing affordable to low- 
income families. Municipal ser- 
vices are extended to the com- 
munities, and efforts are made to 
improve building materials and 
techniques, cut out middle men, 
and help foe people build afford- 
able dwellings that are appropri- 
ate to foeir way of life. 

Amman is the regional centre 
for foe Nairobi-based U.N. Cen- 
tre for Human Settlements, or 
Habitat as it is known. Habitat's 
work falls into force mam categor- 
ies: Research and development, 
technical cooperation, and in- 
formation and tr aining. 

Habitat’s regional director in 
Amman, Mr. Ali Shabou, ex- 
plained that in foe region and in 
Jordan, Habitat is, within its 
mandate, providing-' technical 
assistance for- -both- long and: 
short-term projects. »i- *•'. 

In North Yemen, for instance. 
Habitat experts have provided 
technical assistance in construct- 
ing new, earthquake-resistant 
dwellings in 27 villages affected 


city’s dumping ground 
by foe earthquake of December 
1982. The project has not only 
resulted in new and safer homes 
for villagers made homeless in the 
earthquake, but has provided 
work for local masons, who were 
trained in b uilding earthquake 
resistant structures. 

The communities themselves 
provided foe labour,and local 
building materials were used. In 
this way, the cost of the project 
was kept down and the villagers 
felt a sense of commitment and 
accomplishment. 

In Jordan, Habitat is currently 
involved in two technical coop- 
eration projects. It is providing 
technical expertise in a test pro- 
ject on low-cost sanitation in the 
Madaba area, in cooperation with 
the Ministry for Municipal and 
Rural Affair s and the Environ- 
ment 

This project aims to provide 
appropriate sanitation services to 
low-income settlements in the 
area. The design of the sanitation 
unit can be replicated in other 
rural areas in Jordan. Technical 
personnel from foe ministry are 
receiving training in the imple- 
mentation of foe system. 

The second project is a plan to 
upgrade foe ShallaJa squatter 
area near Aqaba through a joint 
effort to be undertaken by the 
government and the local popula- 
tion.. Habitat is assisting foe gov- 
ernment in studying the situation*- 
identifying Shall ala’s needs in 
order of priority, and formulating 
a wort programme for foe pro- 
ject, which will benefit approx- 
imately 8,000 people. 

Habitat has also consulted with 


foe Jordanian government about 
housing finance, and about foe 
application of micro-computers 
to human settlements. 

In Amman, in 1985, tire agency* 
assisted in a regional training 
course on the design and execu- 
tion of urban projects. As a re- 
sult, Habitat has become tire ex- 
ecuting agency for the establish- 
ment of a permanent regional 
training centre for human settle- 
ments in Amman. This centre, 
which wiD be boused at the Minis- 
try of Planning, was formed at the 
suggestion of tire government, 
who has provided staff and facili- 
ties. The centre will be bolding its 
first set of workshops — on foe 
use of micro-computers in human 
settlements projects — in June 
this year, and at least 15 countries 
are expected to send participants. 
There will also be a 4-week train- 
ing course in urban management 
later tins year. 

Jordan 

Jordan represents foe middle 
ground in terms of the shelter 
problems of the region, with 
neither the wealth of foe Gulf 
states, nor the overwhelming 
problems faced by, for example, 
Egypt. 

A mman has nearly doubled in 
area over the past ten years, due 
mainly to a construction boom 
resulting from the oil boom of foe 
1970’s. The population of foe 
Amman region, now about one 
and a half million, has been grow- 
ing at the rapid rate of 6 per cent 
per year. 


Yet, despite foe amount of 
construction that has taken place 
for the middle to upper income 
groups, residential construction 
for the lower income groups has 
not kept pace with demand, and 
large areas of central and eastern 
Amman are deteriorating into 
slums, characterised by larger 
families and extensive over- 
crowding. poor access to services 
and substandard housing. 
According to a national report 
prepared for IYSH, between 20 
ana 30 thousand families living in 
ter Amman are in need of 
>r housing. 

Jordan’s housing deficit, 
though small compared with that 
of most developing countries, is 
nevertheless a cause for concern, 
and various steps are being taken 
to tackle the problem. A shelter 
unit was established at the Minis- 
try of Planning in 1985 to study all 
aspects of foe country’s housing 
.needs and to formulate a national 
bousing strategy. 

The current five-year develop- 
ment plan aims to direct more 
housing investment towards the 
low and limited income groups, 
and to encourage housing pro- 
jects which allow for foe parti- 
cipation of low income groups in 
their planning and implementa- 
tion. 

Dr. Bisharat commented that, 
in some ways. Jordan has been 
able to capitalise on foe lessons 
other countries have had to learn 
in dealing with foeir housing 
crises. It’s efforts so far in provid- 
ing better housing for the urban 
poor, notably foe Urban De- 
velopment Department’s slum 
upgrading and “sizes and ser- 
vices” projects, have had foe 
benefit of experience gained from 
housing projects in other coun- 
tries. 

Dr. Bisharat explained that 
there are usually three or four, 
stages to a housing crises. It 
begins when there is a sudden 
influx of people to the cities, 
whether as a result of migration 
from the countryside, wars, or 
natural disasters such as droughts 
or famine. Shanty towns and 
squatter settlements go up almost 
overnight. 

The first stage is for foe gov- 
ernment of the country to pre- 
tend that foe problem does not 
exist. Then, when it can no 
toneer .be ignored, attempts are 
maio to push the people out of 
thedfy.- 

The third stage, when forcing 
foe people out has failed, is for 
the government to recognise that 
it has a housing crisis on its 
hands. 


‘The first subway system in Africa and Middle East: A symbol of human patience ’ 

Cairo rnetro WiaJiy ready after innumerable obstacles

CAIRO, Egypt — A wide granite 
staircase leads from one of 
Cairo’s busiest squares down into 
a quiet tunnel of gleaming marble 
walls, pastel pharaonic frescoes 
and tubp-sbapoi temple columns. 

Inspite by foe 3,000-year-old 
Sakkara temple in foe desert, the 
pristine station 8 metres under- 
ground is part of Cairo’s subway, 
scheduled to open in October. 
The line is expected to cany 
about one million commuters dai- 
ly, relieving foe capital city’s con- 
gested traffic by at least 30 per 
cent 

“This Is even prettier than the 
Paris subway,” said Yves Buiret- 
te, an engineer with SOFRETU 
(Sodete Francaise <f Etudes et de 
Realisations de Transports 
Uxbains),. a French consulting 
agency working on the project. “I 
felt like dropping everything and 
leaving about 50 times, but now 
I’m veiy pleased I didn’t” 
Conceived in the early 1970s, 
the $150 million, 2.8-mfle project 
met with innumerable obstacles 
since work began in late 1981, 
delaying its completion by 2V&- 
years and increasing its cost by 
about. 50 per cent 
Financed mainly by France and 
executed by a Frencb-Egyptian 
consortium, tbe first subway sys- 
tem in Africa and the Middle 
East bps become to many a sym- 
bol of 'human patience and end- 
less perseverance. 

“At foe beginning, our work 
was almost always immobilised,” 
said ; Alberto Granda, deputy 
manager of the consortium, In- 
terinfra Arabco. “We had a very 
difficult first two years, with tech- 
,f meal problems added to on-, 
favourable bureaucracy.” 

When government reluctance 
to allow digging in the Cairo 
streets was finally overcome, 
workers were faced with inaccu- 
rate maps — if any at all — of 
underground water, gas, sewage, 
telephone and electricity lines. 
Main squares often were flooded 
at foe touch of a pickax. 

“We had to search for the 
owners when we found a cable or 
pipeEnfe,” Granda said. “Then 
we had to get their approval to 
deviate.. ...We used fo meet daily 


with the telephone, water, elec- 
tricity and sewage authorities.” 
As work proceeded, it was 
discovered that instead of having 
to relocate only 6V* miles of 
public utilities, as maps had 
shown, 41 y4 miles of under- 
ground infrastructure had to be 
moved to make way for the tun- 
nels. This added to foe delay and 
increased expenses, Granda said. 

■ “The utilities were placed at 
different times in Cairo’s history 
and were not made known/’ 
Buirette said. “We had floods at 
Tahiti square, Ramses square.” 
The subway’s northern termi- 
nus is at Ramses square, site of 
the city’s main railroad station, 
and a major station is at Tahiti 


Current plans call for foe In- 
terinfra Arab consortium to hand 
over its product to the Egyptian 
Railway Authority on July 26, the 
25th anniversary of the 1952 re- 
volution that overthrew Egypt’s 
monarchy. A test period of about 
10 weeks will follow before Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak officially 
inaugurates it for public use on 
Oct. 6. 

Cairo’s first sophisticated 
transport system, complete with 
machines to sell and punch tick- 
ets, the metro is sure to bewilder 
many people accustomed to 
clambenng onto the city’s over- 


crowded buses or private mini- 
-buses. 

‘Television will start showing 
instructions after July 26, when 
we will have pictures of foe real 
thing,” said El Husseini Abdel 
Salam, a retired army Major 
General heading the national au- 
thority for tunnels. 

He said the state is counting on 
lai£c-scaJe savings in lost produc- 
tivity from projections showing 
that foe metro will cut down on 
employee travel time by about 
two- thirds. 

Mubarak repeatedly has been 
urging higher productivity within 
the public industrial ana service 
sectors, burdened by low salaries, 


little incentive and time lost com- 
muting through tbe city's traffic 
snarls. 

The subway stations’ decor is 
Egyptian, Arab or Islamic in 
style. Sadat station, beneath tbe 
central Tahiti square, is reminis- 
cent of foe pharaonic treasures in 
foe Egyptian museum next door. 
Sayeda Zeinab station, named 
after a nearby mosque and shrine 
of a grand-daughter of the 
Prophet Mohammad, has Islamic 
art motifs. 

How the system will be main- 
tained is one issue of public de- 
bate, with some concern that foe 
stations will soon be filthy and 
rundown. 


Although Cairo was once an 
immaculate dry, the population 
explosion of the past 20 years has 
overwhelmed services like gar- 
bage collection. There are few 
public amenities like toilets or 
garbage cans. 

However, both Frenchmen and 
Egyptians involved in foe project 
are optimistic. “When the people 
will see foe beamy, they will 
respect it and keep it dean,” 
Granda said. 

“Why is everyone so worried 
about cleanliness?” Abdel Salam 
asked. “There are plenty of met- 
ros in Third World countries, and 
foe one in Mexico dty is deaner 
than those of Paris and London.”

The young squad, average age 
22, has only six members of Bra- 
zil’s World Cup party a year ago. 

Silva said the only stars were 
defender Julio Cesar of French 
dub Brest and striker Careca, 
newly signed by Italian cham- 
pions Napoli, who are captained 
by Argentine ace Diego Mara- 
dona. 

Brazilian journalists accom- 


panying the team said World Cop 
right back Josimar was playing 
well below his best. 

Silva said victory in the tourna- 
ment was vital for the process of 
reorganisation in Brazilian 
soccer.. 

“It is vital that (the team) gets 
results and international experi- 
ence because this is a process 
intended for the Work! Cup in 
Italy,” Silva said. 

Silva claimed he had been mis- 
understood when reports from 
Brazil said he had criticised the 
organisation of the tournament as 
designed to favour Argentina. 

“They tried to create a climate 
of antagonism around me,” he 
said. 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — Argen- 
tina's Juan “Hammer Roldan has 
said he will not squander his big 
chance when he fights American 
Thomas Hearns for the vacant 
World Boxing Council (WBC) 
middleweight title in Las Vegas 
later this year. 

‘Tt's my big chance and I won’t 
waste it,” Roldan told the local 
daily La Nadon in an interview 
published on Thursday. “It’s 
what I’ve been waiting for some 
time and the reason for my return 
to boxing. 

“I cam e back for (Marvin) 
Hagler, but if he’s not there, and 
Leonard has quit, it had to be 
Hearns,” said the 30-year-old 
Argentine, who came back last 
year after a 14-month absence 
from the ring. 


Roldan, the number two WBC 
challenger behind Hagler, will be 
making his second attempt to win 
the middleweight title. In March 
1984 he lost to Hagler. on a 
knockout in the 10 th round. 

If Hearns, the reigning WBC 
light heavyweight champion, 
beats Roldan he wifi be the first 
boxer in history to win World 
Championships in four different 
weight categories. He previously 
held welterweight and junior 
middleweight (superwelter- 
weight) titles. 

American promoter Bob Arum 
will give details of the Las Vegas 
fight at a news conference in New 
York next Tuesday at which both 
boxers wifi be present, Argentine 
promoter Tito Lectoure said.

MOSCOW (R) — Kremlin lead- 
er, Mr. Mikhail Gorbachev, said 
Thursday agricultural workers 
should be given greater inde- 
pendence from the state by being 
allocated plots of land and 
allowed to sign work contracts 
with state farms. 

Mr. Gorbachev said there were 
almost 800,000 abandoned 
houses in the country with neg- 
lected land around them. 

“I believe it will be correct if 
collective and state farms lease 
the abandoned houses with small 
holdings to city people." he said. 

'‘Comrades, it is essential to 
meet the needs of the people for 
orchards and garden plots in the 
coming two or three years. It is 
time to stop referring to a shor- 
tage of land. One should move 
towards allocating them part of 
the lands belonging to collective 
and state farms and to enter- 
prises,” he said. 

Mr. Gorbachev said that if 
flagging agricultural production 
was to be stepped up, people 
must fee! responsibility for their 
work. 

Individuals should be allowed 


to sign contracts with state farms 
under which they would work in 
teams. Experiments had shown 
that such teams achieved better 
than usual results and received 
higher wages than the average 
worker, he said. 

Mr. Gorbachev, who earned a 
reputation for innovative and suc- 
cessful far mig policies as com- 
munist leader m the Stavropol 
region in the 1970s, said parasit- 
ism by some officials had hin- 
dered agricultural production in 
recent years. 

But he expressed confidence 
that it would be possible to im- 
prove the situation sharply in the 
next two or three years. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the mea- 
sures he suggested would give 
individuals more independence 
from the heavily centralised state 
system. But he stressed that they 
were not a diversion from 
socialism. 

“Has this undermined the col- 
lective farm system? No, it hasn't 
... so this is nothing other than 
socialism, effective, creative and 
labour-minded,” be said. 


Redec wins debt accord 


BAHRAIN (R) — One of Saudi 
Arabia's biggest private com- 
panies, shipping-to-hotels con- 
glomerate Redec, has won the 
agreement of most of its bank 
creditors to reschedule $341 mil- 
lion dollars of debt, bankers said 
Thursday. 

Hopes are now running high 
that a definitive accord can be 
signed by Sept. 1 to spell an end 
to what has already been 20 
months of at times acrimonious 
negotiations. 

Banks representing 81 per cent 
of the debt have agreed to the 
proposals, surpassing the 75 per 
cent required for the deal to go 
ahead according to terms th ashed 
out between Redec and a seven- 
bank committee leading the 
negotiations. 

The widely-publicised debt 
problems of Redec, formally cal- 
led Saudi Research and Develop- 
ment Corporation, has thrown 
into sharp relief the difficulties 
faced by banks in recovering non- 
performing loans in Saudi 
Arabia. 


Bankers complain the king- 
dom’s predominantly Islami c leg- 
al system is incompatible with its 
Western banking set-up and the 
concept of interest is often not 
recognised in the courts. 

Redec suspended principal re- 
payments on bonk debt in De- 
cember 1985 and halted interest 
payments in March 1986. 

Bankers said only four or five 
of the company's 50 international 
and Saudi bank creditors had not 
yet approved a “term sheet" for 
the rescheduling presented by 
leading banks and majority own- 
er businessman Gaith Pharaon in 
April. 

The committee of seven lead- 
ing banks will meet on June 29 in 
New York with Redec repre- 
sentatives and advisers to go over 
outstanding points of documenta- 
tion. 

Under the terms of the draft 
agreement, Redec will repay the 
debt over 10 years at half a 
percentage point over Bahrain 
Inter Bank offered rates, a refer- 
ence level for Riyal interest rates.

IMF chief calls for new effort to help Third World 


Vietnam leader reveals deep 
economic and social problems 


Bangkok: CR)= — a senior; 

Vietnamese leader, - in an un- 
usually frank speech, has re- 
vealed deep economic and social 
problems including a chronic 
shortage of rice and consumer 
goods, foiling incomes and lazy 
students. 

“The fifth month spring crop 
... was considerably below target. 
This has greatly affected the grain . 
balance for the whole year," De- 
puty Prime Minister Vo Van Kiet 
told parliament last week. 

Mr. Kiet, whose speech was not 
made available to reporters in 
Hanoi at the time and was moni- 
tored here Thursday from Hanoi 
radio, said the shortfall of 1.1 
million tonnes was caused mainly 
by bad weather in the north. 

He said annual output had 
been steady for three years at 


more than 18 million tonnes while 
1 foe population rose annually by 
one million because of family 
planning failures. 

“(State) plan norms for many 
essential industrial products such 
as cane sugar, textiles, paper, 
soap and detergent have not been 
fulfilled," said Mr. Kiet, a tech- 
nocrat in the forefront of official 
attempts to free the economy of 
bureaucratic controls. 

Vietnam, one of Asia’s poorest 
countries, suffers from triple digit 
inflation, high unemployment 
and foreign lexchange shortages. 

Mr. Kiet said prices of grain 
and other items increased sharply 
in May and that “bad people” in 
the south had “spread the rumour 
about a change in banknotes, 
causing the prices of gold and the 
rates of U.S. dollars to soar." 


WASHINGTON (R) — Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
Manag in g Director Michel Cam- 
dessus said Friday the economic 
situation in the developing world 
was weakening and vast new 
assistance efforts are needed. 

He said that the industrial 
countries should do all they can 
to keep the global economy from 
stagnating, including opening 
their vast markets to goods from 
the developing world. 

“The external position of de- 
veloping countries has weakened 
anew.” he said. 

Mr. Camdessus said the mid- 
dle-income debtor nations of 
Latin America need time to re- 
form their situation and called 
upon foe commercial banks to 
keep up their flow of funds into 
these countries. 

“For countries in this group 
that are prepared to undertake 
strong programmes of adjustment 
and structural reform, it is the 
timely provision of additional cre- 
dit by banks that is most 
Deeded,” he said. 

For the very poorest countries 
such as those in sub-Saharan 
Africa, Mr. Camdessus said that 
a broad increase in assistance is 
needed. 

“It is therefore imperative that 
the international community give 
renewed hope to these countries 
by showing its willingness to pro- 
vide increased aid and exception- 
al financial help in support of 
major efforts that they would be 
prepared to make to strengthen 
their economies,” he said. 

Mr. Camdessus pointed out 
that he proposed and has re- 
ceived backing by the seven lead- 


ing industrial democracies for a 
trippling of the IMF’s so-called 
structural adjustment facility 
which assists the very poorest 
countries. 

The facility is currently fi- 
nanced at about $380 million and 
Mr. Camdessus said that dns 
amount “is totally insufficient.” 

The IMF executive made it 
dear that while the agency be- 
lieves countries must sometimes 
pull in their belts and take tough 
austerity measures to cool their 
economies, foe goal of the exer- 
cise is sustainable growth. 

He said that adjustment or 
reform of economies and growth 
go together. 

In the past, the IMF has come 
under heavy criticism for pressing 
countries to take tpng h austerity 
measures that sometimes 
appeared to hint poor people the 
most.,' 

' Mr. Camdessus conceded that 
“too often, in recent years, its the 
poorest segment of the popula- 
tion that have carried the heaviest 
burden of economic adjustment.” 

But be said that this did not 
have to be so, arguing the IMF 
currently works with countries to 
help shelter the poorest against 
the more painful aspects of re- , 
form measures. 

Meanwhile, a leading U.S. eco- 
nomist said Thursday in New 
York that debt relief for develop- 
ing nations must begin now or it 
will be virtually impossible to 
redress the world's massive imba- 
lance of payments without a ma- 
jor economic contraction. 

Mr. Henry Kaufman said the 
Third World cannot grow its way 
out of the crisis because world' 


economic expansion is too weak. 

As a solution, Mr. Kaufman 
proposed creating new interna- 
tional lending institutions and ex- 
panding the role of old ones. 

For example, Mr. Kaufman of 
Salomon Brothers Inc., said sur- 
plus countries should be required 
to increase contributions to the 
World Bank to increase that 
body’s capital base by 50 to 100 
per cent. 

The economist, in remarks to a 
conference on global debt 
strategy, sponsored by Euro- 
money magazine and the Inter 
American Development Bank, 
said that ways can also be sug- 
gested writing down loans where 
necessary and forgiving debtor 
countries. 

Mr. Kaufman said that slow 
growth — no more than 1.5 to 2.5 
per cent in 1987 and 1988 — and 
pressure on the United States to 
reduce its deficit are likely to 
cripple the economies of develop- 
ing countries that rely for income 
on exports to the developed 
world. 

Mr. Kaufman said recent de- 
velopments have called into 

2 uestion the basic assumptions of 
l.S. treasury Secretary James 
Baker's 1985 debt plan, which

called for increased lending to 
Third World nations willing to 
put Reagan-style, fast growth 
economic policies into effect. 

Those policies include reduced 
government spending, cutting 
budget deficits, and selling many 
state-owned companies to the pri- 
vate sector. 

In the past, debt restructuring 
has been achieved by means of a 
severe business contraction. But 
now, a recession in the U.S., for 
example, would spread quickly 
across the globe. 

'‘This time around the costs to 
all players would be immense," 
Mr. Kaufman said. 


U.S. gives Egypt $125m 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt and the 
United States Thursday signed 
three agreements giving Cairo 
$125 million as pan of Washing- 
ton’s economic aid programme to 
its Arab ally. 

Under the agreements, the 
public and private sectors will 
each get $50 million for commod- 


ity imports. The remaining $25 
million would go to a primary 
education project. 

Egypt comes second after 
Israel in the U.S. foreign aid 
programme, receiving more than 
52 billion a year in economic and 
military assistance.

49 killed in Filipino air crash 


MANILA (R) — United States search crews reached 
a Philippine airliner which craved in remote 
mountains with 49 people on board Friday but said 
they saw no signs of survivors. 


“From the air there appears to. 
be no survivors," a U.S. Air 
Force official told Reuters. 

The report appeared to dayh 
lingering hopes that some of the 
45 passengers and four crew may 
have survived the crash in moun- 
tains 15 kilometres south east of 
its destination, fite northern re- 
sort city of Baguio. 

“We're fighting darkness but 
we're trying to put a man on the 
ground," the official added. 

She said the propeilor-driven 
Hawker Siddeley aircraft had 
crashed near the peak of a 2,000 
metre mountain. 

The aircraft went missing in 
driving monsoon rain after send- 
ing a radio message minutes be- 


fore it was due to land in the 
mountain resort town of Baguio 
after a scheduled Sight from 
Manila. 

The state-owned Philippine 
News Agency said dozens of an- 
xious and tearful relatives milled 
around Baguio airport for hours 
before the aircraft was officially 
listed as missing. 

United States Air Force offi- 
cials from Clarke Air Base said 
three specially-equipped helicop- 
ters from the base Search and 
Rescue Unit had been sent to the 
region. Hospital facilities were 
being prepared, he added. 

A team of paramedics was 
being sent to the area, in the 
Ctodzltera Mountains, a rugged 


range with peaks of up to 3,000 
metres and few roads. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman in 
Manila said airline officials had 
told him that 10 Americans were 
on the flight.

dent and were seeking details. 

Flight PR206 left Manila at 


10.00 a.m. (0200 GMT) and was 
due to land at Baguio 70 minutes 
later. 

A spokesman at mili tary head- 
quarters in file capital said heli- 
copters had been seat to Mount 
Pugo to try and find the crashed 
aircraft ana search for survivors. 

Philippine Airlines (PAL), file 
state-owned national carrier, 
operates nine of the British-built 
HS748 aircraft on domestic 
routes. 

The last major air disaster in 
the Philippines was in 1975 when 
an aircraft crashed in Manila, 
killing 33 people.

Thatcher unveils new 


government programme 


LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher has promised 
Britons more choice in housing, 
education and a radical reform of 
local taxes in a programme 
opposition Labour leader Neil 
Kinnock termed malevolent. 

Boosted by a 101-seat majority 
in the June 11 general election that 
gave her a record third consecu- 
tive term. Mrs. Thatcher prom- 
ised to continue her crusade to 
loosen the grip of left-wing local 
authorities and unions on key 
political issues. 

Labour vowed to fight the 
programme, which was read out 
in accordance with ancient tradi- 
tion by Qheen Elizabeth in', the 
House of Lords, the upper house 
of parliament. 

“This is a government that 
knows the price of everything and 
the value of absolutely nothing,” 
said Mr. Kinnock, opening the 
debate on the queen's speech. 

“All the signs are that this 
government, like the one before, 
will be using its powers male- 
volently,” he added. 

Mrs. Thatcher reaffirmed her 
government's commitment to re- 


tain and upgrade Britain's inde- 
pendent nuclear deterrent, a 
pledge credited with helping her 
get back in power as voters cold- 
shouldered Labour’s non-nuclear 
defence policy. 

The government “will sustain 
Britain’s contribution to Western 
defence by modernising the inde- 
pendent nuclear deterrent 
through the introduction of the 
Trident submarine programme 
and by increasing the effective- 
ness of the nation’s conventional 
forces," the queen announced. 

One of the most radical prop- 
osals would enable state-run 
schools to opt out of local author- 
ity control and deal directly with 
central government 


The government has said its 
reform of education would in- 
clude the introduction of charges 
for extras such as music tuition, 
transport and outings. 

Other new legislation will allow 
tenants in public honsing 
scehemes to transfer from their 
local authority to other landlords 
and encourage more of them to 
buy their homes. 


Gonzalez calls on Spain 


to unite against yiolence 


BARCELONA (R) — Prime 
Minister Felipe Gonzalez urged 
Spaniards to unite apinst vio- 
lence as he left a sombre memo- 
rial service for 18 people who 
died in a Barcelona supermarket 
bomb blast detonated by Basque 
separatists. 

“I ask all citizens ... to unite in 
order to do away with this plague. 
This is the worst burden a govern- 
ment can bear," Mr. Gonzalez 
said Thursday in a statement on 
last week’s explosion. 

The crowd of several thousand 
packed into the city's medieval 
cathedral square cheered when 
Mr. Gonzalez shook bands with 
relatives of the dead, but the 
mood was otherwise solemn. 

Police sharpshooters watched 
from rooftops above the square. 

“The brutal outbreak of vio- 
lence has brought death, the des- 
truction of many families, fear 
and rage to the whole tity,” 
Barcelona’s Archbishop Nards 
Jubany told the crowd. 

Only hours after the service 
there was a brief flurry of panic in 
a central Barcelona street, Paseo 
Isabel, when an electrical over- 
load caused an explosion in an 
underground pipe, sending a 
cloud of smoke into the street. 


Police said there were no 
casualties. 

Earlier in the day seven people 
were injured when Catalan separ- 
atists set off a home-made bomb 
in a Barcelona suburb, adding 
tension to the city. 

Last Friday’s supermarket 
bomb was the worst-ever attack 
by ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Freedom). 

“We will support the govern- 
ment (On .terrorism) because 
ETA laughs at us all every time 
we don't agree in parliament,” 
Antonio Hernandez Mancha, 
leader of the main right-wing 
opposition party, told reporters 
after the service. 

Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple marched through Barcelona 
last Monday in a show of solidar- 
ity against Baqtie separatist vio- 
lence. 

ETA has said the bomb was the 
resutlt of a mistake but officials 
believe it could mean an escala- 
tion in violence by the group, 
which has waged a 19-year-long 
war for a separate Basque state. 

Responsibility for setting off 
Thursday’s bomb in a tax office 
was claimed by Catalan separat- 
ists of the Terra Lbure (free land) 
group.

Lazar, 62, steps into Nemeth's 
old job as deputy general secret- 
ary, a post which, like the pres- 
idency, is of only no minal import- 
ance, official sources say. 

" The changes, decided fry the 
party Central Committee on 
Tuesday and ratified by parlia- 
ment Thursday, mark a promo- 
tion for Grosz, one of two Ipa^ing 
contenders to succeed Kadar. 
The other is party propaganda 
chief Janos Berecz. 

Both are aged 56, nearly 50 
years younger than Kadar and 
regarded by Western diplomats 
and official sources as the kind of 
vigorous men needed to revive 
the faltering economy. 


Berecz, a Central Committee 
secretary, has been promoted to 
the 13-member politburo’ 

A Western observer said: 
’There’s no doubt about it The 
appointment of Grosz will mean 
action on the economy." • 
Hungary has blazed the trail of 
economic reform in Eastern 
Europe but its economy has fal- 
tered this decade and economists 
and politicians have called for 
faster reform. 


Other rejuvenating changes in-

Jackie Gleason dies at 71 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(R) — American comedian Jack- 
ie Gleason, who gained fa me 
playing a fat bumbling bus driver 
in the hit television comedy series 
the Honeymooners, has died of 
cancer at his home here, his 
family said. 


Gleason, nicknamed “the 
Great One,” was released from a 
hospital last Thursday after 
undergoing cancer treatment, 
said spokesman Ray Casas. 

“He was feeling ip good spirits 
Monday and Tuesday,” his wife, 
Marilyn, said in a statement. “He 
quietly, comfortably passed 
away." 

Gleason, a relative recluse in 


his last years, created the charac- 
ter Ralph Kramden in the popu- 
lar comedy series made in the 
mid-1950’s that has remained a 
cult favourite since. 

In his long career, the rotund 
comedian made 20 movies and 
earned the admiration of such 
actors as Sir Laurence Olivier, 
with whom he co-starred in Mr. 
Halpem and Mr. Johnson, a tele- 
vision film. 

OhvksT called Gleason “a great 
serious actor” and one of the 
finest he had ever worked with. 

Among his most famous per- 
formances was his role as Minne- 
sota Fats in the Elm the Hustler, 
for which he was nominated for 
an Oscar. 


U.S. victims of diplomatic 
crime urge changes in laws 


WASHINGTON (R) — Ken 
Sheen says the worst thing about 
being assaulted and shot while 
working in a local bar was waking 
up in hospital and finding out his 
assailant would escape prosecu- 
tion because of diplomatic im- 
munity. 

“That did more damage than 
my being shot,” said Sheen, 
whose alleged attacker was the 
son of a Brazilian embassy offi- 
cial. 

“They flew him out the next 
day, and I still can’t understand 
it." 

Sheen was among victims of 
alleged diplomatic crimes who 
called a news conference' Thurs- 
day to press their campaign for 
drastic changes in laws that grant 
immuni ty from prosecution to di- 
plomats and their families. 

The State Department reports 
an estimated 34,000 people enjoy 
diplomatic immunity in the Un- 
ited States with about 28,000 re- 
tiding in Washington and 6,000 in 
New York City. 

Chock Ashman, journalist and 
author of a book called “diploma- 
tic crime,” said he estimates that 
23 rapes, six murders, dozens of 
other violent crimes and count- 
less drunk driving and shoplifting 
cases have involved diplomats 
worldwide over the past three 
years. 

“Like most Americans I be- 
lieved that diplomatic immunity 


has a lot of parking tickets, an 
occasional drunk driver and 
maybe even the shoplifting wife 
of an ambassador who took some 
pantyhose without paying for 
them," Ashman said. 

He said interviews with over 
300 people in the United States, 
Canada, Britain and Australia 
disclosed that many incidents are 
much more serious. 

A State Department protocol 
official, who asked not to be 
identified, told Reuters allega- 
tions of widespread diplomatic 
crime are “overblown” and “sen- 
sational." 


Among 31 "crimes protected by 
diplomatic immuni ty in the Uns- 
hed States from June 1, 1986 to 
May 31, 1987, the State Depart- 
ment reported most were traffic 
and shoplifting offences and only 
six involved sexual and other 
assault 

Congressman Stephen Soiarz, 
a New York Democrat, said he 
will introduce legislation to pro- 
vide compensation to vic tims of 
diplomatic crimes and require full 
liability insurance for all diploma- 
tic missions in the United States. 


“When you have people here, 
as we dearly do, who enjoy di- 
plomatic immunity and who en- 
gage in rape and robbery, who 
mug and even murder then you 
have not only an untenable but an 
unacceptable situation,” he said. 


Soviet leaders discuss

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union’s policy-making Central 
Committee convened Friday to 
discuss tough economic proposals 
by Kremlin leader Mikh ail Gor- 
bachev and to make at least one 
change in its top ranks.

Sergei Sokolov, who was dropped 
after a teenage West German 
landed a plane near Red 
last month. ' 

elite body of slightly more 
than 300 members was also dis- 
cussing proposals by Mr. Gor- 
bachev for radical measures to 
boost the Soviet economy, in- 
cluding allowing enterprises grea- 
ter independence from central 
planners in Moscow. 

Bluntly assessing problems in 
the country’s economy, Mr. Gor- 
bachev told the first day of the 
meeting Thursday there was no 
place for people blocking his two- 
year-old renewal programme. 

“The party and public orga- 
nisations should display firmness 
to such people and be implacable 
to them,” ne said. “Those who 
have failed to grasp the meaning 
of the new tasks... actually sabot- 
age the reconstruction.” 

Political analysts expect Soko- 
lov’s successor, Dmitry Yazov, 
who is not even a full member of 
the Central Committe, to be 
promoted. But if be failed to 
enter tbs politburo, it would 
mark a reduction of military in- 


fluence in top party ranks. 

Many Western specialists have 
l ong thought that Mr. Gorbachev 
would like to drop Vladimir 
Shcherbiteky, the last re mainin g 
fan member of the. 12 -man polit- 
buro who had dose ties with the 
now disgraced leader Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

But analysts noted that Mr. 
Shx&erbitsky, ttic Ukrainian Par- 
ty leader, was listed as the first, 
speaker after Mr. Gorbachev to 
address Thursday’s meeting, in- 
dicating that he was likely to hold 
on to his postion. 

A question mark also hung 
■over the fixture of Geidar Aliyev, 
a first deputy prime minister, 
whose influence has declined 
under Mr. Gorbachev aft er a 
smooth rise through the party 
ranks. Some Soviet sources say 
Mr. Aliyev recently had a heart 
attack. 


Speakers on the first day in- 
cluded Gennady Kolbin, a Rus- 
sian who replaced long-serving 
Dinmukhamed Kunayev as party 
leader in the Central Asian Re- 
public of Kazakhs tan last Decem- 
ber. His appointment led to 
nationalist Kazakh riots in the 
republic’s capital, Alma-Ata. 

Mr. Kolbin, a Central Commit- 
tee member since 1981, has since 
proved himself an energetic and 
tough-speaking leader Eke Mr. 
Gorbachev ami diplomats have 
said it is only a matter of time 
before he is promoted to the 
politburo. 


7 Japanese ministers in China 


PEKING (R) — Seven Japanese 
cabinet members bent on smoo- 
thing tense relations with China 
arrived here Friday barely one 
hour after Peking hit out at the 
vandalising of a Chinese monu- 
ment inJapan as a very out- 
rageous act. 

Foreign Minister Tadashi 
Knranaxi and other members of 
the team were greeted with stan- 
dard diplomatic courtesy by Vitas 
Foreign Minis ter Lin Shuqing on 
arrival at Peking airport. They 
will have three days of talks with 
Chinese leaders. 

Western diplomats said the ini- 
tial atmosphere at the biannual 
conference was bound to be 
affected by the desecration 
Thursday of a monument to Chi- 
na's late revered Premier Chon 
Enlai in Kyoto City. 

“Such an act which is aimed at 
undermining Sino-Japanese 


frie ndship is very outrageous, a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman told 
Reuters when asked about the 
daubing of anti-Chinese slogans 
and scattering of pamphlets 
attacking this weekend’s confer- 
ence. 

The spokesman said China had 
taken note of the remarks by 
Japanese Prime Minister Yasu- 
hiro Nakasone, who moved 
quickly to defuse tension by de- 
scribing the incident as regrett- 
able.. 

The New China News Agency, 
in a report from Tokyo said Mr. 
Kuranari had brought a verbal 
message from Mr. Nakasone for 
the Chinese leadership. 

Western diplomats said the 
vandalism, blamed by police on 
anti-Communist elements, was 
just one more irritant to add to 
serious policy'" 'differences cm 
trade, defence and other issues. 


U.S. welcomes Ortega’s 
decision to attend summit 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Un- 
ited States has welcomed Nicara- 
guan President Daniel Ortega’s 
decision to attend a summit of 
Central American leaders to dis- 
cuss a regional peace plan. 

The summit was originally 
scheduled to start Thursday but 
was postponed until Aug. 6 and 
7. Mr. Orgeta initially objected to 
the delay, before backing the new 
dates. 


“We welcome President Orte- 
ga’s decision to attend the sum- 
mit,” State Department spokes- 
woman Phyllis Oakley told repor- 
ters. 

“Nicaragua's refusal to partici- 
pate (in the August summit) had 
threatened to undermine the 
peace process. This reversal will 
allow the process to get back on 
track,” she said. 


The summit is to discuss a 
peace plan put forward by Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias call- 
ing for a ceasefire and an end to 
foreign military assistance in the 
region, including U.S. support 
for Nicaraguan rebels seeking to 


overthrow'the leftist Sandimsta 
government. 

Meanwhile six Nicaraguan re- 
bels were killed Thursday and 
one wounded when up to 200 of 
the insurgents attacked a north- 
ern Nicaraguan village, a De- 
fence Ministry spokeswoman 
said. 

She said the U.S.-backed con- 
tra rebels bad planned to capture 
the .village of Quilati,,- 150 
kilometres north of Managua, in 
Nueva Segovia province, but 
were beaten back by civil defence 
forces. 

Two of the defenders were 
killed, the spokeswoman said, 
but gave no farther details. 

“The contras were frying to 
produce a propaganda blow by 
taking Quilali, which failed, cost- 
ing them big losses,” said Carlos 
Manuel Morales, a delegate of 
the left-wing Sandmista govern- 
ment in Nueva Segovia, speaking 
on government radio. 

The attack came amid an up- 
surge in fighting following 
approval by the U.S. Congress of 
$100 million in aid to the rebels. 


Locusts pose alarming threat 
across North Africa — FAO 


NAIROBI (R) — Desert locusts 
have escaped from their usual 
breeding grounds in north east 
Africa and pose an alarming 
threat to crops from the Atlantic 
coast to Arabia, the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) 
has said. 

Lukas Brader, director of the 
FAO’s Emergency Centre for Lo- 
cust Operations, told a news con- 
ference that surveys had already 
identified 26 swarms covering a 
total area of 200 sauare 
kilometres in northern Ethiopia 
and central Sudan. 

“These are only the ones that 
have been seen. I'm convinced 
there are more,” he said. 

One swarm, covering about 10 
square kilometres and containing 
up to 500 million insects, forced 
Asmara airport in the north 
Ethiopian province of Eritrea to 
close down last Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Brader described the pre- 
sent infestation of desert locusts, 
with swarms sighted as far apart 
as Mauritania and the Red Sea 
coast of Saudi Arabia, as unpre- 
cedented in recent history. 

“Everybody is extremely con- 
cerned. It's an insect dial scares 


people ... we feel we are now in 
an extremely serions situation 
that needs intensive surveillance 
and intensive control,” he said. 


‘Without urgent effective con- 
trol measures, the current inva- 
sion could reach plague propor- 
tions within the coming months,” 
a FAO statement added. 

One square kilometre of desert 
locusts consumes 100 tonnes of 
vegetation a day before moving 
on for more food. In favourable 
breeding conditions the locust 
population can multiply 80 to 
100-fold in a life cyde of six 
weeks. 

■ The threat is particularly 
dangerous this year because the 
locusts have taken advantage of 
good rains to start breading 
months ahead of normal and be- 
cause civil unrest in northern 
Ethiopia severely hampers con- 
trol operations. 

The desert locust control orga- 
nisation for eastern Africa, which 
is meant to stop the insects 
swarming, has not been able to 
conduct adequate surveys in 
Eritrea and neighbouring Tigray, 
Mr. Brader said. Anti-govern- 
ment gurrillas control much of 
the countryside in these areas.
